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but the author proceeds in a Third Part to explain, in very di- 
rect and helpful fashion, the way of recovery, under the several 
heads of Punishment, Forgiveness, Penitence, Confession, 
Absolution, The Conflict with Sin, and The Final Triumph.

This volume is written in view of conditions in the Church 
of England and with the aim of furthering the cause of Church 
Reform, which is such an important issue in England to-day. 
The foundation of these chapters is in certain articles con- 
tributed by the author to The Church Quarterly Review, and 
which "form the first of a series by different writers, advo- 
cating measures of Church Reform, needed in 'order that the 
Church may be made more efficient from a business point of 
view for its work.' " The Bishop of St. Albans, in the course 
of his introduction to Mr. Bedwell's book, expresses the hope 
that "the efforts of Churchmen in the future will be not for one 
or two new dioceses only, but for a reasonable scheme by 
which, as the population increases and funds are provided, 
without the necessity of separate Acts of Parliament, new 
dioceses may be established, old boundaries revised and 
cathedral chapters formed."

Father Waggett is well known in America, having visited 
this country with the Bishop of London in 1907 and again in 
the winter of 1908-09, on both of which occasions he addressed 
large gatherings of men. He is known as a religious writer of 
scientific attainments ; as one who seeks to make use of natural 
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science for the interpretation of religion. In the first of the 
above-mentioned volumes, Father Waggett discusses the vital 
issues raised by Evolution in relation to Theism and to the 
Bible. Another chapter is entitled Biology and our View of 
Human Nature. The method of treatment is clear and logical. 
The author never suffers the scientific interest to dominate the 
spiritual; for, as he says, in a series of religious conferences 
such as the present, the spiritual appeal is not to be held back 
to some last address of a course, but to be kept in view all 
along. It is for the sake of fostering the spirit of devotion that 
"the whole effort from first to last is undertaken." Of a more 
directly practical and devotional character, is the little 
volume entitled Hope and Strength by the same author. The 
main subject of this series of addresses is Spiritual Power, 
which is set forth as a positive divine energy, in distinction 
from merely verbal discussion and arguments. Materialism is 
recognized as one of the greatest enemies to spiritual life; yet 
that is "a false spiritualism which rejects all material results." 
A helpful and inspiring book for those who, in the face of 
present-day problems and difficulties, are seeking to cultivate 
the life of the spirit.
